Within fifteen years they had estab- 
lished their reputation of house fur 
nishers so firmly that people came 
from many miles around to buy their 
furniture 

In 1894, Robert, the eldest son of 
Isaac Eyre, who had a wholesale and 
retail hardware business in Birming- 
ham, came to Chesterfield and amal- 
gamated his business with that of 
Isaac Eyre & Son. A new company 
was formed and registered as lyre 
& Sons, Ltd. which is. still the 
official title of the firm 

About this time the firm realised 

how closely furnishing and decor- 

ating were allied and decided to 

open a decorating department. 

At the beginning of the 20th cen 
tury they opened another extension to 
the store and then shortly afterwards 
came the opening of their first Work- 

{ This new store made good 
progress until in July, 1911, it was 
entirely destroyed by fire. Fortun- 
ately, however, they were able to 
fulfil orders from the Chesterfield

Lighting 

When making your 
arrangements remember 
lights are useful for emphasising 
certain merchandise.

An American firm used this 
idea recently when they showed a 
window display consisting solely of 
table lamps, of different shapes and 
sizes, ranging up in tiers. No main

Profitable Advertising 
for Furnishers 
|.—The Approach and the Headline 


MTEARLY everything you do in 
N vour business is a part pf your 
os advertising and should be 
sidered as such. The press advertise- 
ment, the poster, the slide at the local 
cinema, can all customers to 
vour door, but if the pavement out- 
side is dirty, the shop-front shabby, 
and the window displays dull, 
have wasted your money and, 
times out of ten, lost business. 

Your advertising may feature a 
genuine bargain and make many sales, 
but it has done only half its job if 
you do not turn the Purchasers into 
Customers. 

Years and years ago I saw this 
notice in a shop-window: “ A Custo- 
mer is One who always comes back. 
We have lots of Customers.” You 
may care to try that yourself one 
day. There is no copyright. 

The point is valid and it has stayed 
in my mind these many years. Your 
advertising can bring people to yout 
shop but only value, service, 
fulness and cleanline in 
people into customers. 

In each of these articles I want to 
bring home the fundamental prin 
ciples of advertising and also to try 
to give practical help in the prepara 
tion of your advertising. 

The first general rule, then, is 

“Make everything you do a part 
of your advertising.” 

Advertising Begins 
With Buying 

All your Knowledge and experience 
of furnishing are called upon when 
you are buying—and this is where 
your advertising begins. Indeed, it is 
the foundation stone of your adver 
tising—-for upon your buying depend 
the quality and value of the 
you sell. In the long run quality 
value make customers 

You huy goods in 
them, so every 
of your advertising Your 
sfatements, letterheads, 
labels and delivery 
play a part in 
appearance your 
shop and your assistants are part of 
vour advertising. Quick attention to 
customers, the ready smile, the ability 
to. make people feel that their

Now, all this adds up to a new 
approach to whatever advertising you 
do. Instead of advertising coming as 
an afterthought your whole mer- 
chandising policy is leading up to the 
actual advertisements, be they direct 
by post, in the local papers, on posters 
or cinema screens, or only in display 


Catching the Eye 


When you know clearly what you 
are trying to do, you know what you 
are trying to say And when you 
really know what you are trying to 
say. good advertisements almost write 
themselves 

So now 
actual 
papers. 
do three 
profitable 

First: Catch the reader's eye 

Second: Hold the reader’s in 
terest 

Third: Induce action 

If you have a large space in the 
paper and a very good—and there 
fore a somewhat expensive—drawing 

not difficult to catch the busy 
reader's But if you have the 
ordinary space available in_ these 
days of small papers, and you wish 
also to use a picture of some furni- 
ture, you will probably have to rely 
on the headline to catch the reader's 
ittention 

You can, of course, use a headline 
of the type I saw in my local paper 
recently It said “The Modern 
Store.” I saw it because I was look 
ing for retail furnishers’ announce- 
ments for these articles; I doubt if 
it would have caught my attention 
otherwise, for it does not really 
arouse a great deal of interest. There 
must have been a reason for its 
choice, and I suspect that this may 
have been a desire to emphasise the
